REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The members of Epsom school board present their 
annual report for the year ending March, 1904. There 
has been an honest effort on the part of the board to 
serve the district with due regard to the oath of office, 
but results are not what they might be, and never are. 

We have used the money raised to teach music, and 
we think the scholars in the district have received 
much pleasure and benefit from it. Considering the 
weather and travelling, we feel much pleased with the 
attendance, and believe the exercises in music have been 
a strong factor in holding the interest of the scholars. 

The schools have been in session thirty weeks since 
March, 1903, and the truant officer reports fifty-four 
girls and seventy-three boys in town in October. A 
change in the school laws requiring the enumeration of 
the children between the ages of 5 and 16 in October by 
a truant officer appointed by the school board, and also 
the law requiring flags, poles and ropes to be furnished 
by the town, have added unusual expense. 

There have been new grammars, new spelling books, 
new music books and new writing books introduced this 
year, and each school has been furnished with a chart 
containing lessons in music, drawing, geography and 
arithmetic. 

The schoolhouse at New Rye has been painted and 
thoroughly cleaned. The shed there has been shingled 
also. The Mountain schoolhouse has been partly clap- 
boarded and painted outside and painted and whitened 
inside. Needed repairs at the other schools have been 
made and more would have been done at Gossville and 
the Centre if the weather had been less severe in 
the fall. Mr. J. G. Bartlett, a former resident of Epsom, 
has shown his interest in his native town by making a 
present of paint, to thoroughly cover the Mountain 
schoolhouse. Weare very grateful to Mr. Bartlett. It 
would be a great help to Epsom schools if all her sons 
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and daughters who have received instruction in town 
would show their gratitude for the education obtained 
here by a present to the schools. 

It seems to us that parents who have the rising gen- 
eration in their care ought to be more intersted for their 
children and make more effort to secure the excellent ad-- 
vantages so freely offered to them in our schools. Why 
do some parents allow their children to remain at home 
and grow to be ignorant men and women, when they 
know by their own experience how much a citizen needs 
an education? 

If parents would visit the schools and see if the re- 
ports about teachers that sometimes go about are true, 
they could decide better whether or not good work was 
being done. When a teacher or any other person does 
his best, if it is not as good as some other person might 
do, he ought to be judged, if at all, with charity. 
It is not only the duty but the privilege of every citizen 
of this great republic to try to correct with all his ability 
any wrong that may exist and not to use his influence to 
make a bad matter worse. 

We wish to thank all who have taken interest in our 
schools for their kindness and help to us; and especially 
those who have kindly consented to make improvements 
about the schoolhouses; those who have consented to 
board teachers; and those who have reserved wood for 
schools when they might have sold it for more money to 
other buyers. 

At the close we wish to thank all the teachers for 
their interest and honest endeavor to instruct the child- 
ren so that they may be better fitted to perform the 
duties of life successfully when time and change bring 
those duties to them.
